HARLES, by the grace of God, King of Great Britain, France and Ireland, Defender vf the Faith: To 1 2 
Macers, or Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjunctly and ſeverally,ſpecially conſtitute, Greeting, Foras much, as Wend 
Eſtates of Parliament, by ſeveral Acts, Have, upon weighty Conſiderations, diſcharged the importation of Iriſh Victual and Cutel into this Kia | 
under the pains and certifications therein contained. As alſo, The Lords of Our Privy Council, have emitted ſeveral Ads and Proclamations 
# purſuance of the ſaids Ads of Parliament; Notwithſtanding whereof, and of all the cares and endeavours taken, to prevent the importing of 
Victual and Cattel, the ſameis imported into this Kingdome: And confidering, the beſt and fitteſt way for preventing thereof, may be to com 
| ſome perfons of power and intereſt, in the ſeveral places of the Countrey, where the ſaid Victual and Cattel is ordinarily brought imand landed: We 
fore with advice ofthe Lords of Our Privy Council,, have thought fit to grant full Power, Authority and Commiſſion,to Robert Campbel, brother tothe Laird of 2 
kinglaſs, John Boyle of Kelburn, and James wmbar of Mochram, by themſelves, their Deputes, Servants, and ſuch as they ſhall think fit ro appoint (for whom they 
be anſwerable ) To ſearch for, ſeize and apprehend, all 1riſb Victual, and Cattel, and ſalt Beef, made thereof, as ſhall be imported from Ireland into this .Kingds 
in the particular places after-ſpecified, ( vis ) The ſaid Robert Campbel, brother to the Laird of Ardbinglaſs, in all places from Zochlung, to the mule of Kintyre, andi 
about the ſame, The ſaid John Boyle of Keiburne, in all places from the burgh of Glasgow, to the march of Galloway, on the ſouth: and from Glaſgow to Lg 
onthe north, andthe Ifles of Aran, Bute and Comrayz and the ſaid James Dumbar of eMochram, in all places from the Marci ofGallowsy, rotheMarchof N 
Which Victual ſo imported, the ſaids Commiſſioners and theſe intruſted by them, are thereby authorized and required, to cauſe Stade, Sink, and Deſtroy, and.to-By f 
Boats, Barkcs, and Veſſells, in which the ſame ſhall be found to be imported, And for the more ready and effectual proſecution af that, Our Commiſſion, & 
Granted full Power and Authority, to Our ſaids Commiili ners, by themſelves, their Deputes , ſervants, and ſuch as they fnall thipk fit to intruſt in the reſpe 6 
bounds foreſ:ids, To ſecure all Barks, or travelling Boats, whether Scots or Iriſb, untillthe Skippers or owners ſhall find caution that they ſhall port no i Victual o 
tel hereafter. The ſaids Commiſſioners, and their ore ſaids, are tie reby allo authorized, to ſearch all Boats, Barkes, or other Veſſels, whahein any 1riſb Vice 
are ſuſpected to be; And ircaſe they find any of the ſaid prohibited goods, therein; To burne the ſ2id Boats, Barkes, or Veſſells; any! to Stave, Sink an | 
froy the Vidal: And for the better diſcovery thereof, all ${erchants, Skippers and Owners of Boats, or other Veſſels, travelling to and froh the places fore 
hereby ordeted, befote they bieak bulk, or liver any goods, To Advettiſe the ſaics Commiſſioners, ot theſe intruſted by thaw, 1h er other. f the Ragee-

probation againſt them for proving thereof; whercupon) the ſaids Magiſtrates are to glve preſent and ready juſtice; All Sheriffy, Stewarts, Baye of N 
Barronies, and all Herciors, are thereby or dt ted, to give theit ſpeedy and ready aſſiſlanes tothe 'falds Commiliic ners, 8d theſe entruſted by them, when ever in 
be required, eicher for ſcatching of Veſlels by - # or day, inaking open and patent Doors, ſearching of Cellars, or other (iſpe® places, for Triſh - ViAual er 
which they ate thereby Authotized to do: As alſo, the Officers of any Garriſon, are obliged to coucurr an an, with any party of Souldiers, as they: (hall be” 
upon any extraordinary occaſion: The ſald Commiſſioners, orthefe entruſted by chem, arethereby Impower'd, with conſent of the Magiſtrat of the plece, to ff, 
perſonto prifon, that ſhall be found gullty of contraveening the Laivs, or contumaclous.ig refufing to depone, (the Magiſtrates of the place, being alwa s rookies 1 
charges, ) la which caſe, the Magiſtrates are to ſecute thepriſoners, and ebelr Veſſells, @dto becomprable for them: The {aids Commiſſioners and their faxefaids 
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Impowred to ſecure all Barkes, travelling . Roa, or other Veſſels Joaden with Meal, which ſhall happen to come ul. hin the ſaids bounds, untill a Certificatbe p! oo

from the O wncrs, that ſuch Barks, Boaxs or Veflels are come from ſome port in Scotland and that the Viaual is of Scots growth, Upon the v erity werde the Mas e 
Company are to give theit Oathes in preſence of the ſaids Commiſſioners, or theſe catruſted by them, or the neareſt Magiſtrat. Likeas, We with advice foreſaid. 
Grand full Power, Anthority and Commiſſion to the ſaids Commiſſioners & theſe entruſted by them, to ſearch for and ſeize upon all ſuch Iriſ victual, as they ſhallbe 
med has been lately imported into this Kingdome, and to Stave, Sink and Deſtroy the ſame as aforeſaid : As alſo, to ſcarch for, ſeize and apprehend all Ir; Horſes au 
which ſhall happen to be imported into this Kingdome, wherever the ſame can be found within the foreſaids bounds, and to value and comprize the ſame : the one half liek 
to be made e to the Commiſſioners of Our Theſaury for Our uſe, and the other half to the ſaids Commiſſioners or thoſe entruſted by them, conforme to a 
pProclamation oſ Our Privy Council, in the moneth of April, 1668. And incaſe any perſon or perſons ſkall make open reſiſtance againſt the ſaids Commiſſioners, ot theſe car 
edhy them, in the execution of Our ſiid Commiſſion, and that thereupon there ſhall happen blood-ſhed, mutilation or ſlaughter to follow through the ſaid refiſtance, it ide lacs 
that The {aids Commiſſioners or theſe entiuſted by, or giving aſſiſtance to them, ſhall never be called in queſtion orpurſued therefore, civily or criminally in time comeitg, Al 
which Commiſſion, is declared to begin and take effect from and after the ſaid firſt day of January next, and to continue and endure untill the firſt day of N 
1681. years; and furder, that Our ſaid Commiſſion ſhall no wayes free or liberat the Importers or Reſſetters of 153ſþ Victual, Cattel, Hoiſcs or Mares, up d 
ground the ſame ſhall be Imported, but that they ſhall contiaue ſtill lyable to the pains and penalties appointed by the ſaids Acts of Parliament and Council, as if 
ſaid Commiſſion had never been granted, tobe apylyed, in the firſt place to the relief of the ſaids Commiſſioners, in ſo far as they ſhall pay the ſaid ſummes engaged 
them in manner forelaid. And to the effect, all Our Leidges and uthers concerned may have due and timeous notice of the ſame: We have thought fit, that theſe Our ul 
of Publication thereof ſhould be direct. OUR Will is herefore, And We charge you ſtraitly and Command, that incontinent, thefe Our Letters ſeen, ye pallewa'h 
Mercat Croſſes of of the head Burghs,and of theShires of thisKingdom , and other places needful, and there, in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Pal 


cation of the Premiſſes, that all Our Leidges may have Notice thereo f, and give Obediencethereto, as they will be anſwerable on their Higheſt peril. Given under;
